Coffee County Court of 
Commissioners voted at = 
meeting Monday to pur- 
chase voting machines for 
the county at an approxi- 
mate cost of $31,250.00, 
They purchased 17 ma- 
chines at the Monday meet- 
ing at a cost of about $1,850, 
each, Six of these will be 


placed in Beat 6 (Elba); 
two in Beat 9 (New 


Brockton) and nine in Beat 
17 (Enterprise). 

The machines will be 
delivered in July, 30-days 
prior to the amendment 
election which will be held 
August 8th. Machines will 
be set up in each Beat 
so that voters may see 
them, examine the ma- 
chines and otherwise be- 
come familiar with the 
operations of the machines, 
Voters will have an oppor- 
tunity to go through the 
process of casting: their 
vote, That will enablethem 
to cast an actual ballot 
on election day without any 
time lost in learning the 
operation of the machine,

quired. Election officials 
received $5 at each election 
which many times de- 
manded 18 to 20 hours of 
their time before returns 
were completed. These 
four election officials will 
receive with the voting ma» 
chines $8 per day for a 
shorter period of time. 

Two amendments will be 
voted on August 8 Amend- 
ment No, | will beif voters 
approve an increase in the 
State Corporate Tax from 
3 to S percent.
